are the subject of an arbitration proceeding at the London Court of International Arbitration 
{Unilever U.K. Central Resources, Ltd. et al. v. IRC, Israel Resource Corporation et aL). 
Entitlement to such applications/patents (including ownership and inventorship thereof) are among 
the matters that are the subject of this dispute. A hearing date is set for March, 2008. A related 
proceeding brought in the United States District Court for the Northern District of California has 
been stayed pending the arbitration proceedings. '' A copy of the Complaint filed in the US District 
Court proceeding is attached. 

It is further noted that EP 124 520 (a family member of US Serial Nos. 09/764,735 and 
10/895,179) was opposed by L' Oreal. A copy of the decision of the Opposition Division of the 
EPO, which maintained the claims of the EP patent, is attached. That decision has been appealed 
by L'Oreal; a copy of L'Orears Statement of Grounds of Appeal and translation thereof are also 
attached. 

!t is further noted that a Final Rejection has been received in co-pending application Serial 
No. 10/895,179. A copy of that Rejection and the Amendment addressed by same are attached. 

It is further noted that a deodorant pump spray product known as Giovanna Baby Blue was 
available in Brazil at least as early as the first quarter of 2001 . Label information, in Portuguese, 
identifies the product as containing "Aicool Neutro, Agua Deionizada, 

Dipropilenoglicol, Triclosan, D.T.P.A.Pentassodico, Acido Citrico, Essencia" which ingredient list is 
believed to translate as: alcohol "neutral", deionized water, dipropylene glycol, triclosan, 
DTPA pentasodium, citric acid and fragrance. The same list of ingredients is also provided on the 
label in Spanish. A photocopy of the product container is attached.
